GALLANTRY AT SEA: OFFICIAL 
RECOGNITION, 


The Board of Trade have awarded a binocular glass 
to Mr. D. McInnes, Chief Officer, and the sum of £3 
each to George Bell, carpenter, George W. Carrol, 
boatswain, H. Sullop, Joseph Ridland, Albert Ball and 
George H. Dickinson, A.B.’s of the s.s. “‘ Corcrest ’’ 
of London. in recognition of their services in saving 
the crew of the ketch ‘“‘ Kate ’’ of Gloucester. 


The ‘‘ Kate’’ was proceeding from Plymouth to Goole 
when bad weather was encountered on 6th December last, 
and early on 7th December, when she was making for 
shelter in Yarmouth Roads, the steering gear broke down. 
Before repairs could be effected the vessel was carried by 
the heavy seas on to Scroby Sands at about 2 a.m. 


Distress flares were burned, and at 3 a.m. were seen and 
answered by the ‘‘ Corcrest,’’ which sent away a lifeboat in 
charge of Mr. McInnes and manned by the men named 
above. The ‘‘ Kate’’ was bumping heavily, and this made 
it impossible for the boat to approach her lee side. Mr. 
McInnes therefore manceuvred the boat along the weather 
side of the ketch and thus allowed the crew of four to jump 
into the lifeboat, which then returned to the ‘‘ Corcrest.”’ 


The rescue took about an hour to accomplish.

and this tendency for imports to increase dispropor- 
tionately to exports was beginning to attract comment. 


It will be seen, however, that for the year under 
review there has been a decided check to this ten- 
dency, which is especially noteworthy when it is re- 
membered that this has been achieved notwithstand- 
ing an increase in imports and that the widened gap 
between imports and exports has, therefore, been 
almost entirely due to an expansion of outward trade. 
It is to be hoped that, assisted by the country’s in- 
creased capacity for production brought about by 
development following on improved communications, 
Siam may now be correctly described as having defi- 
nitely recovered from the effects of the crop failure of 
1920-21, when, owing to the prohibition of rice export, 
there was a reversal of the usual credit balance in her 
trade figures. 


GROWING DEMAND FOR FOREIGN MANUFACTURES, 


There exists already, as these figures indicate, a 
steadily increasing capacity to absorb articles of foreign 
manufacture, and, given stability in the bazaars and 
favourable climatic conditions, it seems that she may 
look forward to a period of growing prosperity marked 
by a healthy expansion in the volume of her foreign 


trade. 


A leading merchant has been good enough to furnish 
the following general observations on the import 
market during the twelve months ended 30th Septem- 
ber, 1928: — 

At the beginning of the period under review the market 
generally was moderately active and improved steadily 
until March, when the peak was reached. March, of 
course, is considered to mark the end of the good selling 
season, and from this point onward business declined. 
This is expected. From April this year, however, trade 
generally was considerably below the average, and the 
position was aggravated by a period of severe financial 
stringency, resulting in a large number of failures, par- 
ticularly as affecting the rough goods and sundries section 
of the market. Importers in consequence were forced to 
operate with the utmost caution. Some improvement on 
general conditions is now looked for, and the financial 
situation shows some slight improvement. 

The imposition of the new Customs duties has had no 
appreciable result on the import of goods subject only to 
5 per cent. duty, but the consumption of foreign liquor, 
such as brandy, whisky and beer, has fallen substantially 
owing to the increased cost. 

All Government Departments have more money to spend 
than previously, and good orders are being placed, but com- 
petition is extremely keen, and, price being too often the 
main consideration, British suppliers have not, perhaps, 
secured their fair share hitherto. There are, however, 
indications (1) that British material is gradually coming 
more into line in the matter of price, and (2) that some 
Departments are beginning to realise that the cheapest is 
not necessarily the most economical. 

The general outlook calls for no special comment. There 
is likely to be a good demand for wireless apparatus in the 
near future, while the paddy cultivators are more and more 
turning to small pumping sets to irrigate their crops during 
dry spells. The sale of small oil engines for this purpose is 
increasing. 


The significance of the increase of 4:5 million ticals 
shown in the imports for the year 1927-28 is better 
appreciated when it is pointed out that, on general 
merchandise alone, there was an actual increase of 
11-5 million ticals, and that the reduction to the lower 
figure was mainly produced by decreases of 5-5 million 
ticals in the import of bullion and coin and of 1:3 mil- 
lion ticals in that of opium. Moreover, under the 
heading of General Merchandise, Government imports 
during the year under review amounted to 1:8 million 
ticals only, as compared with 3-4 million ticals in the 
previous year. ‘The principal articles in which there 
have been increased importations are metal manufac- 
tures, textiles, kerosene, benzine, machinery, electrical 
goods. oil, gunny bags and musical instruments.

Compared with all the earlier periods shown above, 
imports in January showed an increase of about 15 per 
cent. and British exports of rather over 10 per cent., 
while re-exports were greater than in December but 
less than in January, 1928. The value of the total 
imports in January was greater than in any month 
since January, 1926, when prices were a good deal 
higher. The value of British exports was greater than 
in any month since November, 1927, when the high 
level of £70,610,000 was reached. 

In January exports of bullion and specie exceeded 
imports by £3,805,000. In December there was an 
export excess of £1,241,000, and in January, 1928, an 
import excess of £1,663,000.

The total imports of each of the three main classes 
of goods were greater last month than in either of the 
earlier months shown, and the greatest increase 
occurred in raw materials. Compared with January, 
1929, the increase in raw materials was mainly 
attributable to increased imports of raw cotton, which 
aggregated 241 million lbs., valued at £11,792,000 last 
month, compared with 88 million lbs., valued at 
£4,787,000 in January, 1928. Compared with Decem- 
ber, about half the increase in the value of the imports 
of raw materials was attributable to wool, while un- 
dressed hides and skins, cotton, other textile materials, 
rubber, and oil seeds, etc., also showed considerable 
increases, 


As regards imports of food, drink, and tobacco, the 
principal increase in January, compared with both the 
earlier months shown, occurred in the group ‘‘ Other 
Food and Drink, non-dutiable,’’ and was _ largely 
attributable to greater imports of butter, cheese, and 
raw fruit. 


It has already been seen that exports of British 
produce and manufactures in January were £6,486,000 
greater than in December and £7,137,000 greater than 
December.

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December. This increase was spread over a number 
of groups, being greatest in cotton yarns and manu- 
factures, woollen and worsted yarns and manufac- 
tures, and iron and steel and manufactures thereof. 
Compared with January, 1928, exports of manufac- 
tures were £5,554,000 greater last month, the chief 
increases being shown by vehicles (mainly ships), iron 
and steel] and manufactures thereof, and cotton yarns 
and manufactures. 


The following table shows the quantity of the 
exports of some of the more important kinds of goods. 
It will be seen that exports of coal, iron and steel 
goods, machinery, cotton yarns and piece-goods, and 
woollen and worsted tissues (taken together) all 
increased substantially last month compared with the 
earlier periods shown in the table: —

Tables showing imports from and exports and re- 
exports to individual countries in each of the last 
three years, which are discussed on another page of 
this number of the ‘* Journal.’’ 

A table showing particulars of exports of 
piece-goods containing artificial silk and cotton and 
containing artificial silk and wool. The exports of 
piece-goods of artificial silk and cotton amounted to 
99-4 million square yards in 1928, compared with 
72-4 million square yards in 1927; those of artificial 
silk and wool amounted to 3-06 million square yards 
in 1928 and 2-07 million square yards in 1927. 

A table showing the quantity of articles produced 
in the United Kingdom and chargeable with excise 
duties. The artificial silk yarn and waste so charge- 
able in 1928 was 52°6 million lbs., compared with 
40:1 million lbs. in 1927 and 26:3 million Ibs. in 
1926. 

A table showing the value of imported goods 
liable to Key Industry Duty entered for home con- 
sumption. The total value of such goods was 
£1,787,000 in 1928, compared with £1,697,000 in 
1927. 





DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEAS 
TRADE. 





YEAR ENDED DECEMBER, 1928. 


The January issue of the trade accounts* contains 
tables showing the value of our external trade with 
individual countries during the year 1928 which enable 
us to publish the usual quarterly survey of the geo- 
graphical distribution of the trade between the United

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Kingdom and other countries. In this article a com- 
parison is made between the distribution of our ex- 
ternal trade in 1928 and that in 1927 and 1913. Similar 
data for the years 1925 and 1926 appeared in the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal ’’ of February 10th, 1927, 
and for 1924 (and 1925) in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of Feb- 
ruary llth, 1926. The present article contains also a 
table showing the value of the exports of British mer- 
chandise per head of the populations of the principal 
countries to which the goods were consigned during 
1928, together with comparative figures for 1927 and 
1913. 


For purposes of better comparison with 1913, our 
trade with the Irish Free State has been excluded from 
the general review. The following table shows the 
extent of that trade in the years 1927 and 1928 :—

Relatively to our trade with the rest of the world, the 
proportion of our imports consigned from the Irish Free 
State has increased year by year since 1925, when it 
amounted to 3-28 per cent., but it has not attained the 
level of 4 per cent. realised in 1924. The proportion of 
the exports of British goods consigned to the Irish 
Free State declined appreciably last year, as compared 
with the preceding year, and was considerably below 
the figure for 1924, when 5-9 per cent. of British 
exports were taken by the Irish Free State. On the 
other hand, the Irish Free State advanced in relative 
importance in 1928, as compared with 1927, as a 
market for our re-exports of imported merchandise. 


In comparing the distribution of our trade now with 
that in 1913, a further correction should strictly be 
made in respect of the direct trade of the ports of 
Southern Ireland with overseas countries, since that 
trade is included in the figures for 1918. The export 
trade was, however, negligible, and the imports only 
formed about 1 per cent. of the total imports into the 
United Kingdom. Further, in order to preserve com- 
parability with 1913, Palestine, the Sudan, the South- 
West Africa Protectorate, Tanganyika, and Nauru and 
British Samoa have been treated as foreign countries 
throughout. Separate particulars of our trade with 
these countries in 1913 are not available.

On the whole there was not in 1928 much change in 
the distribution of our external trade between foreign 
countries and British countries from that of the 
previous year. As regards imports, the proportion de- 
rived from foreign countries, which was 73-08 per cent. 
in 1924, dropped to 70-37 in 1925, but returned to 
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about the 1924 level in 1926, 1927 and 1928. In 1924, 
foreign countries took 62-31 per cent. of the totais 
exports of British goods; in 1925 this percentage de- 
clined to 60°82, and in the year 1926, rendered ab- 
normal by the coal stoppage, consignments to foreign 
countries fell to 55-21 per cent. of the total. The 
movement of this percentage figure in subsequent 
years was upwards, but it was in 1928 still appreciably 
below the level of 1924 and 1925. Over the five-year 
period, 1924-28, there has not been much variation in 
the distribution of our re-export trade as between 
foreign countries and British countries; the proportion 
of this trade which was carried on with foreign 
countries in 1928 (88-23 per cent.) was the same as that 
recorded for 1924. This was the minimum for any 
year throughout the period, the maximum figure 
(89-40 per cent.) being attained in 1925.

Considering first the import figures given in this 
table, it will be seen that the changes in 1928 from the 
position in 1927 were on the whole moderate. ‘The 
largest relative changes occurred in the shares of our 
import trade falling to Asia (a decline from 13-45 to 
12-30 per cent. of the total trade) and to Africa (an 
increase from 7:16 to 7-86 per cent.). The decline in 
the relative importance of Asia as a source of imports 
was in the main due to decreases in the amount and 
average value of crude rubber imported from British 
Malaya, Ceylon and the Dutch East Indies; similar, 
although relatively smaller, decreases in the imports 
of tea from the last two of these sources contributed 
also to the decline. A substantial decline in imports of 
tea and wheat from British India was offset by in- 
creases of other commodities, with the result that 
India occupied the same relative position in 1928 as in 
1927. As regards the relative improvement in the 
status of Africa, reference to the detailed table of 
imports shows that all of the specified parts of that 
continent participated in the advance; better prices for 
cotton contributed to the improvement in the position 
of Egypt. The small improvement in the position of 
both South America and Oceania was distributed over 
the areas specified in the detailed table. In North 
America the United States took a diminished share of 
our import trade, while that falling to Canada in- 
creased. Notwithstanding a general slight decline in 
the status of Europe, Germany and Denmark extended 
their shares of the British import market appreciably. 


Turning now to British exports, the most conspicu- 
ous feature shown by the above table is the decline in 
the share taken by Oceania. Of the total decline from 
12-08 per cent. in 1927 to 11-02 per cent. in 1928, the 
fall in the share taken by the Australian Common- 
wealth amounted to 1-0 per cent. (declining from 9-09 
to 8-09 per cent.), a considerable part of this being 
due to decreases in iron and steel, cotton and woollen 
piece-goods and motor car chassis. The small improve- 
ment in the relative position of the North American 
market was in the main due to an increase in the share 
of our exports taken by Canada. As regards South 
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America, the advance in the position of Argentina was 
the dominant factor in the improved status of the area 
as a whole. 
1928 approximately the same relative position as in 
1927, but reference to the detailed table of British 
exports shows that there were some appreciable varia. 
tions in the positions of the various specified Asiatic 
countries. Thus, India took a smaller proportion of our 
exports, but China and Hong Kong together took 3-08 
per cent. of our total exports in 1928 as against 2-17 per 
cent. in 1927. The relative importance of the Russian 
market for our goods declined still further in 1928. 


The principal features of the table relating to re. 
exports are the increase in the share falling to North 
America (advances being realised in the relative posi- 
tion of both the United States and Canada) and the de- 
crease in the proportion consigned to Russia. In 1925, 
Russia took 9-1 per cent. of the total value of our re- 
exports, in 1927 the percentage was 5-97, and in 1928

In some cases, the estimates available regarding the 
population may not be of a high degree of precision, 
but their uncertainty is not sufficient to affect seriously 
the figures in the above table, and particularly the 
comparisons between different years. Further, in 
comparing post-war years with the year 1918, 
due regard must be paid to the variation in 
the value of money; and finally a distinction should 
be made between those countries which import our 
goods chiefly for their own consumption, and other 
countries, such for example as British Malaya, which 
are in fact centres for the distribution of our exports 
to further destinations. 


It will be observed that, per head of population, the 
British self-governing Dominions enumerated are con- 
siderably better customers than are foreign countries, 
and the disparity has tended to increase on the whole 
since 1913. In the case of India, a large native popu- 
lation reduces the per capita export figure to a low 
level, as compared with that attained in the self- 
governing Dominions. 


The figures for 1927 and 1928 in the main reflect 
merely the change in the total volume of the exports 
of United Kingdom goods to the countries concerned, 
as the populations were not very different in the two 
years and prices did not vary greatly over the period. 
If, however, comparison be made between the post- 
war years shown and 1913, it will be seen that, taking 
no account of changes in prices, the United States and 
most of the European countries have increased their 
purchases per head from us. In one case only, how- 
ever, namely, that of Switzerland, does it appear likely 
that the volume taken per head was greater than in 
1913. In the other foreign countries mentioned in the 
table, the money value of our exported goods per head 
was actually less than in 1913, with the exception of 
Egypt and the Sudan in 1927 and China in 1928. 
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On the other hand, in all the British countries 
enumerated the money value of the exports of United 
Kingdom goods per head has increased substantially 
since 1913, the percentage advance in the case of 
Malaya being noticeable. Only in the case of West 
Africa, however, does it appear probable that the per 
capita volume of the goods involved has actually been 
in excess of that attained in 1913. 





WHOLESALE PRICES IN JANUARY. 


BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


As measured at the Board of Trade, the general 
average of wholesale prices in January was 0-1 per 
cent. higher than in December, the index numbers for 
the two months being 83-2 and 83-1 respectively 
(1924=100). Food was cheaper on the average by 
0-4 per cent., while industrial materials were dearer 
by 0-4 per cent. Cereals were at the same average in 
January as in December, meat and fish fell by 1-3 per 
cent., and miscellaneous foods rose by 0-1 per cent. 
The index figures for industrial materials show rises 
for iron and steel (0-1 per cent.), for other metals and 
minerals (0-9 per cent.), for textile materials other than 
cotton (0°5 per cent.), and for miscellaneous materials 
(0-7 per cent.). For the cotton group a fall of 0-3 per 
cent. is shown. 


There has been a notable steadiness in the average 
for all articles during the five months September to 
January, the indices varying only between 82-8 and 
83-2.

Wheat prices rose during the second half of January, 
and the three kinds for which quotations are included 
in the calculation averaged about 0-7 per cent. dearer 
in January than in December. ‘he weekly ‘* Gazette 
Average ’’ for British wheat rose from 9s. 6d. to 
9s. 10d. per cwt. in January after the fall from 9s. 7d. 
to 9s. 5d. per cwt. in December. The “* official *’ price 
for straight run flour in London rose from 35s. 6d. to 
37s. 6d. per sack of 280 Ibs. in January, the higher 
price having been effective for the last four days of 
the month; during December the price was 36s. 4d. or 
37s. except on the last day, when it was 35s. 6d. rer 
sack. British barley was slightly dearer in January than 
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in December, and La Plata maize rose during January 


to Ys. 4d. per 10U lbs. from the beginning of the month 


price of 8s. 9d. per 100 lbs., which was also the average 
tor December. Oatmeal and rice became cheaper, the 
former falling from £23 to £22 per ton and the latter 
from lds. 9d. to 14s. 9d. per cwt. Although the 
December rises reported in the prices of home killed 
beef were in most cases followed by reductions in 
January, the averages for the latter month were 
higher than those for the earlier except in the case of 
Scotch beef, which fell to 93d. per lb. for first quality 
short sides at the end of January, compared with 104d. 
to lld. per lb. at the end of December and early in 
January. Argentine chilled beef averaged ubout jd. 
per |b. cheaper in January than in December, while 
Argentine frozen beef became somewhat dearer. New 
Zealand lamb was reported at 93d. per lb. in the last 
week of January, and the average for the month was 
about 3d. per lb. below the December average. Wilt- 
shire bacon rose to 130s. per cwt. at the end of January, 
compared with 122s. per ewt. in December, but Irish, 
American and Danish bacon became cheaper, the last 
mentioned falling from 112s. per cwt. in December to 
98s. per cwt. in the middle of January and recovering 
to 104s. per cwt. at the end of that month. During 
the two months the quotation for Irish eggs was re- 
duced by 6s. 6d. to 20s. 44d. per 120, and that for 
Danish by 4s. 14d. to 19s. 104d. per 120. Prices for 
the four kinds of fish included were higher in January 
than in December by an average of about 8 per cent. 
Among miscellaneous foods reduced prices were re- 
corded for Danish butter, New Zealand cheese, pota- 
toes, apples, sugar and coffee, and increased prices for 
onions and tea. 


Movements in iron and steel prices during January 
were few. Hematite pig iron, West Coast, mixed 
numbers, rose by ls. to £4 3s. 6d. per ton, and North- 
ampton No. 8 Foundry pig iron rose by 2s. 6d. to 
£2 17s. 6d. per ton. Scrap steel rose in December, and 
again in January, becoming in the latter month about 
7 per cent. dearer on the average than in November. 
Galvanised corrugated sheets rose by 2s. 6d. to 
£13 10s. per ton. The only price reduction shown in 
the items included in the iron and steel group is one 
of 8d. per lb. for high speed tool steel, which stood 
at 2s. 3d. per lb. for a considerable time. Quotations 
for the ten descriptions of coal included with the group 
‘* other metals and minerals,’’ show increases for 
South Wales steam coal for export, for Yorkshire hards 
and for furnace coke. A rise from £74 15s. to £79 10s. 
per ton for electrolytic copper was accompanied by 
higher quotations for copper tubes and brass sheets. 
The price of English lead recovered from the fall to 
£22 10s. per ton, and during most of January the price 
was £23 10s. per ton, the same as in October. From 
£239 per ton early in December, Straits tin fell to 
£221 per ton early in January, and after rising to £227 
per ton was at £224 to £225 per ton late in the month. 
Quotations for American raw cotton, middling, for spot 
transactions varied between 10-34d. and 10-74d. per lb. 
during January, and the average for the month was 
somewhat lower than the December average. For 
Egyptian raw cotton Sakellaridis, fully good fair, the 
variations in January were between 18-40d. and 19-55d. 
per lb., with an average for the month of 19-05d. 
per Jb., or rather more than 4d. per lb. below the 
December average. There were some reductions in the 
prices of cotton varns and certain cloths, while those of 
other cloths were advanced somewhat. Among other 
textile materials the principal price movements were 
advances in raw jute and raw hemp. Quotations for 
commodities included with miscellaneous industrial 
materials show increases for sodium carbonate (soda 
ervstals), for mechanical wood pulp, pine 50 per cent. 
moist, and for rubber. The last mentioned rose gradu- 
ally throughout January from 84d. to 11d. per Ib. for 
smoked sheets. Reductions were recorded in the prices 
of tallow, linseed oil, hides and skins.

Comparison of the 150 price averages for January 
with the averages for December shows 48 increases 
and 50 decreases, 19 of the former and 24 of the latter 
being in respect of the 53 articles of food. Movements 
of less than 5 per cent. are shown for 16 of the in- 
creases and 19 of the decreases in the food averages, 
and for 27 of the increases and each of the 26 decreases 
in the averages for industrial materials. Of the re- 
maining increases and decreases only two of each were 
of more than 10 per cent., only one (an increase) ex- 
ceeding 15 per cent. So far as the 97 quotations of 
industrial materials are concerned, all but two showed 
less than 5 per cent. variation between December and 
January, and in the cases of the two exceptions one 
was less than 10 per cent., the other less than 15 per 
cent., both being increases. 





BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC, 





AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS. 


In the “*‘ Journal ’’ of 19th July last a table was 
given showing the average receipts of the Post Office 
in Great Britain from postal traffic, per working day, 
for each month from January, 1924, to June, 1928. 
Telegraph and Telephone receipts, Savings Bank, and 
Monev and Posta] Order business are excluded. The 
value of postage stamps used for receipt stamp and 
other revenue duties is included. The figures are an 
approximately correct index of the movement from 
month to month of the amount of postal traffic 
handled, expressed in terms of postage. 
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The following table gives corresponding figures from 
January, 1928, to January, 1929:—

As shown in our issue of 17th January, the daily 
average for 1928, £130,574, was nearly 14 per cent. in 
excess of that for 1924 and 4 per cent. in excess of that 
for 1927. In the several months of 1928, one only 
showed a decrease on the corresponding month of 
1927, namely, May, the decrease being less than one- 
tenth of one per cent. In considering the comparison 
of January, 1929, with January, 1928, it may be re- 
called that, in each year since 1924, the January aver- 
age exceeded that of the preceding year. The increase 
shown a year ago was exceptionally large, namely, 6-1 
per cent., and the average for January, 1929, was 
4-6 per cent. higher than that for January, 1927, and 
16:8 per cent. higher than that for January, 1924.

The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, 
between 24th and 30th January, 33,600 barrels and 
9,800 boxes of Canadian apples were dispatched to 
United Kingdom ports. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 
The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Afriea in London has been advised by cable from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that, during the 
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week ended 2nd February, the following quantities of 
South African produce were shipped to United King- 
dom ports :—Wool, scoured, bales 830, grease, bales, 
21,416; hides, dry, bales, 714; sheepskins, bales, 953; 
goatskins, bales, 168; wattle bark, tons, 873; wattle 
extract, bales, 757,976; bitter aloes, cases, 25; buchu, 
bales, 26; tobacco, cases, 9; sugar, tons, 645; maize- 
meal, bags, 2,515; chop, bags, 5,634; lucerne meal, 
bags, 1,300; peaches, boxes, 80,951; pears, boxes, 
52,403; grapes, boxes, 25,547; nectarines, boxes, 
20,469; plums, boxes, 20,314; prunes, boxes, 5,019; 
pines, boxes, 4,058; melons, boxes, 564; granadillas, 
boxes, 188; and mangoes, boxes, 161. 


INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London, on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, 11th February: During the 
week ended 10th February rainfall was widespread in 
North Baluchistan and over the region from Berar to 
the extreme south on one day. MJainfall was nearly 
general in Hyderabad on one day. Elsewhere there 
were local or few falls of rain, 

Crops.—Bihar and Orissa, 4th February: Rainfall 
was general; it was heavy in parts of Shahabad and 
light to moderate elsewhere. Standing rabi crops are 
doing well, but were slightly damaged by recent rains 
in Patna, Gaya, Shahabad and Bhagalpur. Tobacco 
is reported to have been damaged somewhat in 
Purnea. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur the weather was seasonable.—Madras, 2nd 
February: Rainfall was moderate in Tinnevelly and 
light elsewhere except in the Deccan. The condition 
of standing crops is generally fair to good, except in 
parts of Bellary and Ramnad. The outturn of paddy 
in parts of the Circars, the Carnatic, the Central dis- 
tricts and on the West Coast and of dry crops in parts 
of the Cirecars, the Deccan, the Carnatic, and the 
Central districts, is generally fair to normal.—Bengal, 
6th February: Rainfall generally was light and 

scattered. Agricultural operations are progressing 
favourably, and standing crops are growing well.— 
Assam, 11th February: The weather was seasonable. 
The outturn and prospects of the crops are fair.— 
Central Provinces, 4th February: The weather was 
cloudy. A cold wave swept over the Provinces and 
was most intense in the northern districts. Rainfall 
was light to heavy, with hailstorms in places in the 


Jubbulpore, Nagpur and Chattisgarh divisions and © 


damaged rabi crops; the damage was not serious, how- 
ever, except in Jubbulpore, Damoh and Saugor. In 
the Feudatory States light to moderate rain fell in 
nine States; standing rabi crops are doing well, except 
in one State.—Punjab, 4th February: There was light 
to moderate rain throughout, except in Rohtak, 
Ferozepore, Amritsar and Multan. The condition of 
standing irrigated crops is average to good and of un- 
irrigated crops is below the average to average. Frost 
and a severe cold wave affected standing crops in most 
districts. 

Intermediate Crop Reports.—Rabi Oilseeds—North- 
West Frontier Province: There has been no appreci- 
able change in the area sown. Rainfall was beneficial 
to the standing crop; more rain is needed, especially 
for the unirrigated tracts of Dera, Ismai] and Khan. 
The estimated outturn is 80 per cent. of normal 
Rape and Mustard Seed.—Assam: The weather gene- 
rally was seasonable and somewhat improved the pro- 
spects. Rain at the end of January injured the crops 
slightly in places, but the estimated outturn shows no 
appreciable change. 

All-India Crop Forecast, 1928-29.—Calcutta, 7th 
February: Final sugarcane, 2,576,000 acres; 2,785,000 
tons raw sugar.

of this amount the United Kingdom’s share was 16,372 957 
dols., that of British Guiana 626,950 dols., British India 
719,612 dols., Fiji 465,254 dols., and New Zealand 1,041,776 
dols.; foreign contributors included France 2,236,395 dols., 
Germany 1,236,548 dols., Japan 1,280,435 dols., and the 
United States 63,768,713 dols. 


The British Empire’s share of the export trade amounted 
to 52,652,984 dols., of which the United Kingdom was 
responsible for 43,743,819 dols.’? worth, Australia for 
1,509,449 dols., British India 1,126,891 dols., Newfoundland 
1,125,547 dols., and New Zealand 1,678,406 dols. The prin- 
cipal foreign recipients of the Dominion’s exports were the 
United States 44,653,603 dols., Holland 5,535,424 dols.,

Government Statistician the total value of the trade of the 
Colony during the first nine months of 1928 was 
12,451,000, as compared with £11,232,000 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1927, an increase of £1,219,000, or 
10-9 per cent. Excluding Government stores and specie, 
i.e., restricting computation to private merchandise, the 
figures are, respectively, £12,147,000 and £10,918,000, an 
increase of £1,229,000, or 11-2 per cent.

The increase in railway material imported continues the 
most striking feature of the returns, the rise from £388,000 
in 1927 to £793,000 in 1928 representing an increase of 
£405,000, or 104 per cent. 
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Foodstuffs were responsible for the second largest in- 
crease, viz., £103,000, followed by wood and timber (and 
manufactures thereof) with £88,000; apparel and haber- 
dashery, £73,000; cotton manufactures (other than 
apparel), £62,000; mining and industrial machinery, 
£46,000; motor vehicles and parts, £41,000; rubber tyres 
and tubes, £19,000; tobacco, £19,000; drugs, chemicals and 
perfumery, £12,000. 


Among classes of commodities showing decreases in 1928 
compared with 1927 may be mentiened agricultural 
machinery and implements, which fell off by £44,000; fer- 
tilisers which declined by £31,000; and mineral oils (in- 
cluding motor spirit) which dropped £14,000.

The aggregate value of the fifteen principal commodities 
exported from the Colony rose from £4,576,000 to 
£4,677,000, an increase of just over'2 per cent. 


The decrease in maize and maize meal has been reduced 
from £54,000 during the first eight months to £32,000 
during the first nine months. 


A new item of some interest makes its appearance for 
the first time, viz., unspecified animal, agricultural and 
vegetable products. This item rose by £25,000 from £41,000 
to £66,000, an increase of 61 per cent. The principal 
commodities included under this heading are various de- 
scriptions of hides and skins. 


The drop in the value of tobacco exported, viz., £266,000, 
is still the main factor in depressing the export figures. 


Cattle for slaughter, although £1,000 down on the month, 
were still £133,000, or 77 per cent., up for the nine months. 


Figures show that the mining industry contributes 
about three-fifths of the total domestic exports, as against 
the two-fifths contributed by the agricultural and allied in- 
dustries. While mineral exports during 1928 showed an 
increase of nearly 5 per cent. over 1927, agricultural, etc., 
exports increased by only 1 per cent. As already shown, 
however, exports of tobacco during 1928 were not: main- 
tained at the same level as in 1927, and, if this item be 
deducted, it is found that the remaining agricultural, etc., 
exports showed an increase of 32 per cent. 


RE-EXPORTS. 


The total value of re-exports in the nine months ended 
September, 1928, was £997,000, as against £792,000 for the 
corresponding period of 1927. This represents an increase 
of £205,000, or nearly 26 per cent. Of the total exports of 
imported goods no less than £814,000, or nearly 82 per 
cent., were destined for consumption in Northern Rhodesia.

While purchases of South African produce from the 
Union rose by £143,000 to £1,086,000, those imported from 
the same source but not South African produce, declined 
by £31,000 to £976,000, leaving a net gain in imports from 
the Union of £112,000. 

For the same period exports of Rhodesian produce to the 
Union fell from £1,691,000 for the nine months ended 
September, 1927, to £1,651,000 for the period under review, 
a decline of £40,000. Similarly exports of imported goods 
to the Union fell off by £38,000.

Total imports of merchandise show a decrease of 72-5 


million marks for November, when they were valued at 
1,173-3 million mks. Imports of foodstuffs were 20-1 million 
mks. less, and those of raw materials and semi-manufac- 
tured goods receded 43-4 million- mks., while manufactured 
goods declined 6 million mks. The total exports of 978-4 
million mks.’ value compared with 1,010-0 million mks. 
(revised figures) for November. The excess of imports over 
exports amounted therefore to 122-5 million mks. 
Deliveries in kind on reparations account amounted in 
December to 50-6 million mks., as compared to 57-7 million 
mks. in November. 


Tue Revisep System or COMPILATION, 


The Statistical Office of the Reich has now made an effort 
to estimate the influence of the new method of compilation. 
It is calculated that in October imports were shown as 
50 million mks. too large, whereas exports in that month 
actually amounted to 1,125 million mks. instead of the 
figure of 989 million mks. previously given, and in Novem- 
ber to 1,010 million mks. instead of 940 million mks. 

In considering results for 1928 the fact also has to be 
taken into consideration that, even before the introduction 
of the new method of compilation of these statistics, im- 
ports were shown as too high and exports as too low. It 
was this circumstance which led to a revision of the system. 
The Statistical Office of the Reich estimated that imports 
in. previous years were shown as 3 per cent. too high and 
exports as 1} per cent. too low.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR 
NOVEMBER, 1928. 


The Minister of Transport announces that the railway 
statistics for November last have now been published, and 
may be obtained at H.M. Stationery Office (price 3s. 6d.). 


PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding 
season-ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways 
in Great Britain in the month under review was 93,951,103, 
an increase compared with November, 1927, of 1,681,914, or 
1-8 per cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced 
fares rose by 5,591,919, but those taken at standard or 
ordinary fares fell by 3,910,005. The receipts from pas- 
sengers (excluding season-ticket holders) showed a decrease 
of £82,725, or 2-2 per cent. If the London Tubes and 
Metropolitan District Railway be omitted, the figures show 
an increase in journeys of 397,265, or 0-6 per cent., but a 
decrease in receipts of £97,270, or 2-8 per cent. For all 
companies the receipts from passenger train traffic (includ- 
ing season tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but 
excluding mails and parcels post) were £91,238 less than in 
November, 1927. The coaching train miles increased 
557,048, or 2-6 per cent. 


Goops TRAFFIC. 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 26,670,309, a decline compared with 
November, 1927, of 1,240,864 tons, or 4-4 per cent. The 
total net ton-miles (excluding free-hauled) were 1-7 per 
cent. less than in November, 1927. Freight train receipts 
amounted to £9,033,167, a decrease of £485,320, or 5-1 per 
cent. The freight train miles run were 225,974 less than in 
November, 1927, a decline of 1-9 per cent. The average 
train load decreased from 1272 tons to 1274 tons, but the 
net ton-miles per engine hour increased from 419} to 4312.

SHIPPING DUES AT ORAN. 


The British Consul-General at Algiers has forwarded a 
translation of a Decree issued by the Chamber of Commerce 
of Oran modifying the tariff of port dues (péage) payable 
at that port in respect of certain classes of goods. The 
Decree came into force on 29th December, 1928, and a copy 
of the translation may be obtained on application to the

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TRIPOLITANIA. 


BENGASI HARBOUR REGULATIONS: EXPLO- 
SIVES AND BENZINE. 

The British Consul at Bengasi reports that as the result 
of an explosion of benzine upon a steamship in Bengasi 
Harbour on 25th December the Harbourmaster at Bengasi 
has now issued orders that no ship can discharge or load 
explosives or benzine within the harbour of Bengasi, hut 
must anchor and conduct operations in the open roads 
outside. 

If, after discharging her explosives or benzine outside, 
the ship desires to enter the harbour for other reasons or 
to load non-explosive cargo, she must first wash out all the 
holds which contained the benzine or explosive and the 
gangways leading to them. 

There will be heavy penalties for any failure to comply 
with this order.

CYPRUS. 


CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK. 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
as follows on crop conditions during January :— 

Wheat sowing is practically completed. Very useful 
rains have fallen, and prospects for the new year’s crop 
are excellent. The old stock is now heavily depleted, and 
the demand for local consumption is satisfied by imported 
flour. The area under new crop barley is a good average. 
The growth is satisfactory and a plentiful harvest is antici- 
pated. Most of the area assigned to oats is sown. There 
is sufficient rainfall to give hope of a successful crop. The 
old stock is practically exhausted. New crop potatoes, now 
stored, are excellent both in quality and quantity. Demand 
from overseas markets is rather poor, however, and prices 
are falling. The ginned crop of cotton is now baled. 
Export of carobs is steady. The demand for Jaffa type 
oranges is poor. Nearly all the surplus crop of sour lemons 
has now been utilised. There is still a good demand. Seed 
beds for new crop tobacco are already prepared and sown. 
Seeds were imported from Greece for this season’s require- 
ments, and much improvement is expected in the quality 
of cigarette tobacco of the next harvest. The previous crop 
is now sorted and baled. 





GOLD COAST COLONY. 


COCOA CROP PROSPECTS. 


Cable advices from the Director of Agriculture at Accra 
to the Gold Coast Government Commercial Intelligence 
Bureau in London state that at the close of January busi- 
ness was slightly better, growers’ tendency to hold gradu- 
ally weakening. It was estimated that the amount of cocoa 
purchased to 3lst January was 75 per cent. of the crop, an 
expression of opinion supported by the quantity exported. 
As regards the total crop yield there seems every proba- 
bility that last year’s harvest would be exceeded by 15,000 
tons. ,

INVOICE REQUIREMENTS FOR MOTOR CARS 
AND CHASSIS: AMENDMENT. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘“‘ Journal’’ of Ist 
November last (pages 568-9) respecting the invoicing of 
motor cars and motor car chassis sent to Australia, H.M. 
Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia has forwarded copy 
of an Order making the following alterations to the in- 
voicing requirements, viz. :— 

Paragraph (2)—(Definition of a motor car body) :— 
The item ‘‘ Brackets for spare tyre, wheel or rim ”’ 
is deleted. | 
The item ‘‘ Instrument board assembly ”’ is qualified 
as follows—‘‘ not including clocks, heat gauges, 
speedometers or watches.’’ 


Paragraph (3)—(Definition of a chassis) :— 

The item ‘‘ Instrument board assembly, etc.,’’ is 
amended to read ‘‘ Instrument board assembly, in- 
cluding ammeter, oil gauge, dash and lamp, etc., 
but not including clocks, heat gauges, speedometers 
or watches.”’ 


The following new items are added :— 
‘‘ Brackets for lamps (but when imported with a com- 
plete car these are part of the body).”’ 
‘‘ Carriers, spare tyre or rim.”’ 





CANADA. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING IMPORT, EXPORT, 
AND INSPECTION OF PRESERVED FRUITS, 
VEGETABLES AND MILK. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 12th 
April last (page 472) regarding the regulations governing 
the importation into, export from, and inspection in 
Canada of preserved fruits, vegetables and milk, it should 
be noted that, according to an QOrder-in-Council of 11th 
December, published in the ‘‘ Canada Gazette ’’ for 29th 
December, it has been found advisable to place the adminis- 
tration of that part of the Meat and Canned Foods Act 
dealing with the supervision of plants and establishments 
canning fruits and vegetables, under the Fruit Commis- 
sioner rather than under the Veterinary Director-General. 
The regulations under the Order-in-Council of 4th Feb- 
ruary, 1928, have therefore been superseded by separate 
regulations affecting (a) condensed and evaporated milk on 
the one hand and (b) preserved fruits and vegetables on the 
other.

FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 


IMPORT AND EXPORT OF DELETERIOUS 
DRUGS. 


‘The Deleterious Drugs Enactment, 1928’’ (No 16 of 
1928), which came into force on 3lst December, 1928, 1.e., 
the date of its publication in the ‘‘ Government Gazette,’’ 
consolidates and amends the Federated Malay States Law 
with regard to the control of the possession, manufacture, 
import and export of, and trade in, deleterious drugs. 
Earlier enactments on the subject are repealed. 

As under the Deleterious Drugs Enactment of 1925 
(‘* Journal ’’ notice 29th October, 1925), the exclusive right 
of importing into and exporting from the Federated Malay 
States deleterious drugs and syringes, as defined, is vested 
in the Principal Medical Officer, but the Chief Secretary 
may prohibit, either absolutely or conditionally, the import

The ad valorem duty in force (now 15 per cent.) will be 
chargeable upon valuations so fixed without deduction, 
except that the tare allowance for bales is fixed at 5 per 
cent. of the gross weight; when goods liable to the Tariff 
are imported in receptacles other than bales, the tare 
allowance will be the actual ascertained weight of such 
receptacles. 

Remnants (cut pices), embroidered materials mixed with 
silk or artificial silk, shawls, nettings, tulles, embroidered 
lappets, furnishing fabrics and either imitation or other 
kinds of unprinted gobelin, are not included in the present 
Tariff, and will be assessed to duty ad valorem on “ Real 
Value ”’ as defined in Section 30 of the Sea Customs Law. 

In order to avoid detailed examination of goods, produc- 
tion of invoices relative to consignments imported will be 
necessary. Invoices, besides Customs Declaration, must 
indicate the weight either per bale (or package) or per 
piece of material and the kind of materia] according to the 
valuation set out above, as well as the number, length and 
width of pieces of each kind imported. When width is 
shown to the nearest inch the manner of calculation will 
be on average. 





VIRGIN ISLANDS. 


PREFERENTIAL TARIFF REGULATIONS. 


With reference to the notice which was published under 
the above heading in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 14th April, 1927 
(page 426), regarding the amendment of the regulations 
relating to the importation of goods into the Presidency 
under the British Preferential Tariff, it should be noted 
that a further Order-in-Council, dated 16th October, 1928, 
and effective retrospectively as from Ist Julv, 1927. has 
now been issued, which repeals all the regulations pre- 
viously made on the matter and prescribes revised regula- 
tions, entitled the ‘‘ Empire Preferential Tariff Regula- 
tions, 1928,’’ governing the entry of goods under the 
British Preferential Tariff. These revised regulations dis- 
pense with the form of Certificate of Value and Origin in- 
troduced in the earlv part of 1927. which had to be attested 
tn in British countries before a Collector or other principal 
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officer of Customs, the form of Invoice and Combined Cer- 
tificate of Value and of Origin now prescribed by the new 
Regulations for use in respect of all goods entitled to the 
benefit of the British Preferential Tariff being the ordinary 
form on the lines of that recommended by the Imperial 
Economic Conference. This combined Certificate of Value 
and of Origin may, accordingly, be made out by the manu- 
facturer or supplier of the goods, and will not now require 
attestation by the Customs authorities. 


The revised Regulations also embody the two amendments 
respecting British Colonial goods re-exported from the 
United Kingdom or the Irish Free State, and re-exported 
blended tea, which were introduced in the corresponding 
regulations for British Guiana in 1927, full particulars of 
which were set out in the notice published in the 
** Journal’’ of 16th June, 1927 (pages 701-2). A clause 
giving the Collector of Customs certain discretionary powers 
on failure of the importer to produce the necessary docu. 
ments has also been incorporated in the revised Regula-

DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF RAW MATERIALS 
AND FOODSTUFFS FROM CERTAIN FRENCH 
COLONIES. 


The Law of 13th April, 1928, which reorganised the Tariff 
relations between France and her Colonies (see the 
** Journal ’’ of 3rd May last, pages 574-5), provided that 
Colonies of the second group (i.e., ‘‘ non-assimilated 
Colonies, etc.) which accord preference to French and 
Algerian goods are to enjoy freedom from Customs duties 
in respect of raw materials for industry and of foodstuffs 
imported into France and Algeria. The list of articles 
which are to be entitled to duty-free admission under this 
provision (on condition of direct shipment, and under 
certificate of origin) has been fixed as follows by a Decree

CUBA. 


DUTIES ON VARNISHES AND COLOURS 
INCREASED. 

H.M. Consul-General at Havana reports, by telegraph, 
that the Cuban import duty on varnishes (Tariff No. 89) 
has been increased from 9-375 to 12-50 pesos per 100 kilogs., 
and that on artificial colours with a metallic base, ground 
in oil or water (Tariff No. 85b), from 5 to 10 pesos per 
100 kilogs. 





CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 





TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (TREATY WITH 
SPAIN). 


An additional Agreement to the Commercial Agreement 
of 29th July, 1925, between Czechoslovakia and Spain, was 
signed on 13th December, 1928, and came into force pro- 
visionally on Ist January, 1929. As a result of the new 
Agreement, the duty on colouring earths, calcined, ground, 
washed and pressed (Tariff No. 148b) imported into Czecho- 
slovakia has been increased from 30 to 45 Czechoslovak 
kronen per 100 kilogs., and the Conventional duty of 1,200 
Czech. kr. per 100 kilogs. laid down in the 1925 Agree- 
ment in respect of Spanish sparkling wines imported into 
Czechoslovakia has been withdrawn.

EXPORT RESTRICTIONS WITHDRAWN 
(OYSTERS). 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ”? for 7th February con- 
tains a Presidential Decree, dated 6th January, which with- 
draws the restrictions which have hitherto been in force on 
the export from France of oysters less than 7 cm. in 
greatest diameter. 





FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN GOODS 
FROM FRENCH EQUATORIAL AFRICA. 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ’? for 3rd February con- 
tains a Decree, dated 3lst January, which provides for the 
duty-free admission into France and Algeria of wax, coffee 
in the bean and in the husk, cocoa in the bean and in the 
husk, peas of all kinds, palm oil and ground papyrus 
originating in and imported direct from the part of French 
Equatorial Africa falling within the Conventional Congo

The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) for the 23rd January 
contains a Decree (No. 16,406) which establishes a new 
heading in the Portuguese Tariff (No. 684c) for ‘“‘ primer 
cases of metal alloy for cartridges,’’ with a duty of 3 
escudos (gold) per metric ton under the ‘* Minimum ”’ 
Tariff and twice that amount under the ‘‘ Maximum ” 
Tariff. 





SPAIN. 





CUSTOMS TREATMENT OF CEMENT, ETC., 
IMPORTED IN PAPER BAGS. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 3lst January contains a 
Royal Order (No. 440), dated 30th January, regarding the 
dutiable weight of goods imported in paper bags or sacks. 

The Order provides that when cement or other goods 
dutiable on gross weight are imported packed in sacks or 
bags of paper, the dutiable weight is that of the goods plus 
the weight of the paper bag or sack. 

The provision of the Royal Order of 7th December, 1926, 
which defined the term ‘‘ gross weight ’’ for Tariff purposes 
as ‘‘ the weight of the goods with all packings and external 
coverings except the sacks containing the goods,’’ applies 
only to sacks of textile fibres (which are dutiable sepa- 
rately), and paper bags or sacks are not covered by that 
provision, 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 





DUTY ON POLISHED PLATE GLASS AND 
PEANUTS INCREASED. 


H.M. Representative at Washington reports that a Pre- 
sidential Proclamation, issued on 17th January, increases 
as follows the duty on cast polished plate glass (Tariff 
No. 222) imported into the United States :— 


On sizes not exceeding 384 square inches—from 12} to 
16 cents per square foot. 

On sizes about 384 square inches and not exceeding 
720 square inches from 15 to 19 cents per square 
foot. 

On sizes above 720 square inches—from 17} to 22 cents 
per square foot. 


The increased duties have effect from 16th February, 
1929. 

A further Presidential Proclamation, issued on 19th 
January, increases the duty cn peanuts (Tariff No. 759) 
imported into the United States from 3 to 4} cents per 
pound, if unshelled, from 4 to 6 cents per pound, if shelled, 
with effect from 18th February, 1929. 

The above increases of duty follow upon investigations 
held by the Tariff Commission in accordance with 
Section 315 of the Tariff Act (the Flexible Tariff pro- 
visions). 





URUGUAY. 





MARKINGS ON PACKINGS OF IMPORTED 
GOODS. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 24th January (page 151), H.M. Repre- 
sentative at Montevideo reports, by cable, that an amend- 
ing Decree of 30th January makes it optional whether the 
necessary particulars of weight and capacity are fire- 
branded (as originally required) or merely stamped on the 
packages of imported goods.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a recent 
Decree making certain alterations in the Venezuelan 
Customs Tariff, as indicated below. 

Vegetable carbon in pieces, formerly Class 2 (10 
centimos per kilog. gross) is now duty free. 


Ferments for industrial uses, not specially mentioned 
—transferred from Class 4 (75 centimos per kilog. 
gross) to Class 2 (10 centimos per kilog. gross). 

The term “alcoholic yeast’? in Tariff No. 18 is 
altered to ‘‘ Active alcoholic ferments destined exclu- 
sively for the manufacture of liquors.’? The products 
remain duty free. 


New headings are raised for :— 

Paper recipients (vasos)—Class 2 (10 centimos per 
kilog. gross). 

Binding cloth of gummed tissue—Class 5 (1-25 Bs. per 
kilog gross). 

Tissue of artificial (cellulose) wool mixed with cotton, 
the weight of the wool being less than 60 per cent. of 
the weight of the tissue—Class 6 (2-50 Bs. per kilog). 

[It should be noted that the duties quoted above are the 
basis Tariff duties, and do not include the general surtaxes 
amounting to 564 per cent. of the duty. ] 





NEW PHARMACY REGULATIONS. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial ’’ (Caracas) for 5th November, 1928, 
contains a Decree, dated lst November, which approves 
new regulations for the execution of the Pharmacy Law of 
1920, to take the place of the regulations dated 18th 
January, 1921.
